Pumps Continued to Work and a 
Part of the Filth Went Into 
the Reservoir. 


WHERES THE NEW RESERVOIR? 


It is customary for the government 


officials at Davis island dam to notify 


all the 
towns along the river when 
the wickets at the dam are to be low­ 


ered, and a telegram was received in 


this city yesterday afternoon notifying 


the local water works department. 
This simply means that all the filth 
that had accumulated in the dam since 


June 18 started to pass this city about 


2 o’clock yesterday afternoon and was 


still passing at midnight. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement by the 
goverment offi­ 
cials is made in order that all the cit­ 


ies that depend upon the Ohio river 


for their water supply can shut down 
their pumps and wait until the filth 


bas passed. 
The telegram made no difference with I 
this city, and while the filth passed 
here still the pumps worked on pump­ 
ing the water 
into 
the 
reservoir, 
where it passed out through the mains 


into the homes of the people of this 
city, to be used and drank. 
The filth has all passed, 
but 
the 
water pumped into the reservoir and 


Thence into the mains has not all been 
used and it is a shame that such a 


-tate of affairs exists. 
The question naturally with all peo­ 


ple would be: “Why were the pumps 


not stopped until the filth passed?” It 


is one very easily answered, “Simply 


because the city would have to do 
without any water if the pumps were 
stopped for any length of time, as the 


supply is about equal to the demand.” 


The pumps should he shut down at 


least two or three days in order to 
be on the safe side, but it cannot be 


done with the present facilities. 
Work was started on a new reser­ 
voir last year, and people in the city 
would like to know why it is not fin­ 
ished. 
If it had been completed the 


people here would have an abundant 
water supply to last several days and 


file pumps could have been stopped. 


That reservoir should be finished 


as soon as possible, so that the next 
time the wickets are lowered the filth 
can go by this city, at least without 


being pumped into our reservoirs. 
It would be impossible to imagine 


tin* am ount of filth that collects in 
die dam during the several months, 
and if the water was not very unsani­ 
tary and unhealthy the government 
would not take the trouble to notify 
towns along the river that it was com­ 
ing. 


What is needed is a determined and 


lecided effort to have that new reser­ 
voir finished as soon as possible. East 


Liverpool is noted the country over 
for its splendid water works system, 


but there is not enough of it. 
The 


reservoir is badly needed in order that 
the residents may get clean, healthy 
water at all times.

It is customary for the government 
officials at Davis island dam to notify 
all the 
towns along the river when 
the wickets at the dam are to be low­ 
ered. and a telegram was received in 
this city yesterday afternoon notifying 
the local water works department. 
This simply moans that all the filth 
that had accumulated in the dam since 
june 18 started to pass this city about 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon and was 
still passing at midnight. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement by the 
goverment offi­ 
cials is made in order that all the cit­ 
ies that depend upon the Ohio river 
for their water supply can shut down 
their pumps and wait until the filth 
has passed. 
The telegram made no difference with 
this city, and while the filth passed 
here still the pumps worked on pump­ 
ing the water 
Into 
the 
reservoir, 
where it passed out through the mains 
into the homes of the people of this 
city, to be used and drank. 
The filth has all passed, 
but 
the 
water pumped into the reservoir and 
Thence into the mains has not all been 
used and it is a shame that such a 
-tate of affairs exists. 
The question naturally with all peo­ 
ple would be: “Why were the pumps 
not stopped until the filth passed?” It 
is one very easily answered, “Simply 
because the city would have to do 
without any water if the pumps were 
stopped for any length of time, as the 
supply is about equal to the demand.” 
The pumps should be shut down at 
least two or three days in order to 
be on the safe side, but it cannot be 
done with the present facilities. 
Work was started on a new reser­ 
voir last year, and people in the city 
would like to know why it is not fin­ 
ished. 
If it had been completed the 
people here would have 
an abundant 
water supply to last several days and 
the pumps could have been stopped. 
That reservoir should be finished 
as soon as possible, so that the next 
time the wickets are lowered the filth 
can go by this city, at least without 
being pumped into our reservoirs. 
It would be impossible to imagine 
the amount of filth that collects in 
the dam during the several months, 
and if the water was not very unsani­ 
tary and unhealthy the government 
tvouid not take 
the trouble to notify 
towns along the river that it was com­ 
ing. 
What is needed is a determined and 
decided effort to have that new' reser­ 
voir finished as soon as possible. East 
Liverpool is noted the country over 
Tor its splendid w ater w'orks system. 
but there is not enough of it. 
The 
reservoir is badly needed in order that 
the residents may get clean, healthy 
*’ater at all times.

the year around. 
There has not been a coal boat stage 
In the river between June 18 and No­ 
vem ber 23, with the exception of a 
light shipm ent on July 27. 
This is the longest period the river 
has been unnavigable for years, and 
the people here who are Interested 
are very desirous of having a change. 
They propose to ask Congressman 
Tayler to help get an appropriation 
from congress and represent them in a 
way th at they will get relief, as they 
fully recognize his ability to push any 
m atte r in which he is interested, and 
feel confident th at he will look after 
the interests of his district in a capa­ 
ble manner. 
Another thing that has buoyed the 
local people on to a decision is 
the 
fact th at Congressm an E. F. Acheson, 
of W ashington, says he proposes to de­ 
vote his 
entire time 
to securing ap­ 
propriations for the Ohio and Monon­ 
gahela rivers. 
H e is a m em ber of the comm ittee 
on rivers and harbors, and thinks that 
all the money spent in improving the 
w aterw ays hereabout will go to these 
two rivers—for the Monongahela $1.- 
600,000 will be asked.

Pumps Continued to Work and a 
Part of the Filth Went Into 
the Reservoir. 


t h e r e s t h e n e w r e s e r v o i r ? 


It is customary for the governm ent 
tfieials at Davis island dam to notify 
all the 
towns along the river when 
the wickets at the dam are to be low­ 
bred. and a telegram was received in 
this city yesterday afternoon notifying 
the local water works department. 
This simply m eans th at all the filth 
that had accumulated in the dam since 
June 18 started to pass this city about 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon and was 
.till passing at midnight. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement by the 
goverm ent offi­ 
cials is made in order th at all the cit­ 
ies that depend upon the Ohio river 
for their water supply can shut down 
their pumps and wait until the filth 
has passed. 
The telegram made no difference with 
this city, and while the filth passed 
here still the pumps worked on pump­ 
ing the water 
into 
the 
reservoir, 
where it passed out through the mains 
into the homes of the people of this 
city, to be used and drank. 
The filth has all passed, 
but 
the 
water pumped into the 
reservoir aud 
thence into the m ains has not all been 
lsed and it is a sham e that such a 
tate of affairs exists. 
The question naturally with all peo- 
Dle would be: “Why were the pumps 
not stopped until the filth passed?” It 
is one very easily answered, “Simply 
because the city would have to do j 
without any water if the pumps were 
stopped for any length of time, as the 
supply is about equal to the demand.'' 
The pumps should be shut down at 
least two or three days in order to 
be on the safe side, but it cannot he 
lone with the present facilities. 
Work was started on a new reser­ 
voir last year, and people in the city 
would like 
to know wily it is not fin- 
shed. 
lf it had been completed the 
people here would have 
an abundant 
water supply to last several days and 
rhe pumps could have been stopped. 
That reservoir should be finished 
as soon as possible, so that the next 
tine the wickets are lowered the filth 
can go by this city, at least without 
>eiug pumped into our reservoirs. 
It would be impossible to imagine 
the amount of filth that collects in 
the 'lain during the several months, 
oui ii the water was not very unsani­ 
tary aud unhealthy the governm ent 
would not take 
the trouble to notify 
towns along the river that it was com­ 
ing 
What is needed is a determined and 
leeicled effort to have that new reser- 
v°h' finished as soon as possible. East 
Liverpool is noted the country over 
for its splendid w ater works system. 
hut there is not enough of it. 
The 
reservoir is badly needed in order that 
the residents may get clean, healthy 
w*ter at all times.
